Page 14 ‘Sunshine at sea’ 

Use long-tail loop cast-on throughout. 
See below, or School, page 79. 


LONG-TAIL LOOP CAST-ON 



7 Hold needle in left hand and tail of 
yarn in right hand (allowing about 1" 
for each stitch to be cast on). 

2 Bring right index finger under 
yarn, pointing toward you. 



3 Turn index finger to point away from 
you. 

4 Insert tip of needle under yarn on 
index finger (see above); remove finger 
and draw yarn snug, forming a stitch. 

Repeat Steps 2-4. After every few 
stitches, allow the yarn to hang freely 
to restore its original twist.
